FY 2011 Cost-Share Program State & District Guidelines 

The cost-share percentage for FY 11 has been set by the SWCD Board. The percent-

age will be at 60% on all practices on the District’s docket. The Board also set a 

maximum dollar amount of $10,000.00. If a landowner did not complete a practice 

in FY 10 and will carry it over into FY 11, those funds will count against the FY 

11’s dollar limit. We will receive less cost-share funds for FY 11 than what we had 

in FY 10.  

Practices on the district’s docket are standard terraces; underground outlet terraces; 

diversions; waterways; sediment retention erosion control structure; water impound-

ment reservoir; pasture establishment; permanent vegetative cover on critical areas; 

grazing system water development; grazing system water distribution; grazing sys-

tem fence and grazing system lime. 

Landowners who hope to receive cost-share assistance need to be sure they have 

completed the Vendor Input form which the state uses to issue IRS 1099 forms for 

all cost-share payments received. You also need to have on file the Vendor ACH/

EFT form. This form is for cost-share payments to be done electronically through 

direct deposit. Check with our office to see if these forms have been completed or if 

they need to be completed or updated.  

NEW ITEM: This year we will need to see either your property deed or your prop-

erty tax receipt to be sure the cooperator name on the contract matches what is on 

the property deed or your property tax receipt. You can get a copy of your deed 

from FSA to show it to us. 

Please keep in mind the practice MUST be approved by the Soil District Board of 

Supervisors before your contractor can start construction on the practice. Site inves-

tigation, staking and/or designing of the practice or signing the cost-share contract 

DOES NOT constitute cost-share approval. It is the landowner’s and/or operator’s 

responsibility to follow-up with the status of their conservation practice as well as 

the availability of cost-share funds.  

Our new fiscal year starts July 1st but the staff still has plenty to do before they can 

start signing landowners up for cost-share assistance. Sign-up date has not been de-

termined as yet. Check with the office after July 20th to see if a sign-up date has 

been determined.

So you want cost share for terraces? 

Many producers have signed up for terrace stake out and have not gotten your terraces built 

or maybe even staked out.  Many factors, weather, cost share monies being used up, or the 

lack of trained staff, have contributed to this.  We cannot do anything about the weather but 

we have been working on training a new district technician and he has started staking ter-

races.  The other factor is cost share monies being used up before your contractor can get to 

your site to build the terraces.  This is where you come in as the producer.  The state cost 

share funds become available for use between the middle of July and first of August.  We all 

know that crops are growing at this time and we do not want to tear up our crops to build ter-

races.  PLANNING on when to build your terraces has become very important.  What crop is 

not in the field when the cost share monies become available?  You’re right, WHEAT!!!  Many 

producers have indicated to me that wheat is not profitable and therefore they do not want to 

plant wheat.  The majority of those producers end up either waiting another year, preserving 

the layout flags while growing the next year’s crop, hoping that monies will still be available 

when it is harvested or building the terraces without cost share.  So I ask you, if you do not get 

your terraces built or build them without cost share, how profitable is that?  Would it not be 

better to plant wheat on the area that you want to build terraces, not even the whole field, or 

let it set idle for a growing season to better increase your odds of getting cost share for your 

terraces?  However, there is no guarantee that you will get cost share. You need to PLAN to 

build your terraces; you will greatly increase your odds.
